Roosevel-l Fails to 
Make Recommendation 


I WASHINGTON. (rT*)—Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt sent to con¬ 
gress today an I.C.C. commit¬ 
tee recommendation for mil¬ 
lions in new federal loans to 
railroads, including $300,000,- 
000 for equipment purchases. 

Mr. Roosevelt himself made 
no proposal, hut in a carefully- 
worded message laid the entire 
railroad problem, both emergency 
and long range, in the lap of con¬ 
gress. 

He merely suggested that “.some 
immediate legislation” -was desir¬ 
able to prevent railroads .suffering 
".serious financial and operating 
difficulties between now and the 
convening of the next congress." 

With the report of the three- 
man committee of the Interstate 
Commerce commi.ssion and his 
message, Mr. Roosevelt also sub¬ 
mitted comments from several of 
his advisers on railroad matters. 

These disclo.sed general agree¬ 
ment on such broad points as uni¬ 
fied federal control of transporta¬ 
tion, relaxed restrictions on rail 
loan.s, improvement of judicial re¬ 
organization procedure and the de¬ 
velopment of a long-term plan for 
eliminating duplicating service.^ 
and effecting .some degree of 
! "pooling’,’ of service if not exten- 
j sive consolidations. 

I Disagreement on methods to 
achieve these and other ends, how¬ 
ever. foreshadoweil a long struggle 
in congress, at least on enactment 
of a permanent program. 

The most caustic criticism ol 
the report came from Treasury 
Secretary Morgenthau who in his 
I comment calleii it an "over-cau- 
I tious” approach to the problem. 

1 He urged immeiliate establishment 
' I of a transportation department. 

J Mr. Roosevelt was emphatic on 
, two points. 

■ I "Most of us have definite objec- 
j tion to government subsidies f.c 
the railroads to enable them tc 
meet the interest on their out- 
I standing bonds, or for an.y other 
i purpose," he .saiii, "anil most of us 
also oppose government owner-ilup 
anil oiieration on the railroads. I 
Do." 

Ho laid .special stress on a third 
—the fact that seven bureaus or 
commissions now handle some 
phase of transportation. 

"Krom the point of view of 
bu.sine.ss efficiency, such as a pri¬ 
vate corporation would .seek," lie 
I said, "it would seem lo bo the 
I part of common sense to place 
i all executive functions relating to 
j all transjiortation in one federal 
, ilepartment.”

j 98.79 achieved in the Ithineland 
: remilitarization plebiscite of 
March, 1936, when 44,952,476 Ger¬ 
mans voted “yes.” 

The highest pitch of affirmative 
expression was reached in Austria, 
where -the voters gladdened the 
fuehrer’s heart with a 99.75 per 
cent “yes” vote. 

Even so, 11,263 Austrians voted 
“no.” 

With the counting completed, 
there were rumors of a sweeping 
political amnesty - - Hitler’s ges¬ 
ture of benevolence and gratitude. 
But there was no official con¬ 
firmation. 

Some persons, especially in 
Vienna, feared tlie aftermath 
might be .strong action against 
former Chancellor Kurt Schu.sch- 
nigg’s enthusiasts and the Jews. 

The unofficial complete vote for 
Austria alone was 4,270,517 yes, 
and 11,263 in the negative.

Science now as.serts that the theory of a li,iht lunch 
spelling an efficient aftcrnocjn is sound. Dr. Donald A. 
]..aird, ex))erimental p.sychologist, recently conducted 
tests which led him to that conehision. He desetibes them 
in the current Ilotarian magax.ine. 

Eight young men ate in Dr. Laird’s laboratory each 
noon for a montii. “We told them we were making .studies 
of air conditions,” he saj's. “If they had known that it 
was the size of the noon lunch we were studying, theur 
bias one way or the other would doubtless have shown 
up in the results. 

“To make this deception more effective, and keep the 
men convinced that we were studying air conditioning, 
detailed rec:ords wen; kept of temperature, humidity, air 
flow, and barometric i)ressure. From time to time dif¬ 
ferent odors were sprayed into the ventilating ducts just 
to clinch this scientific deception. 

“On half of the days, scattered at random through the; 
month, they were given a full-sized meal, with trays of 
bread and platters of ‘seconds’ on the table in front of 
them. They could cat all they wanted. On the other half j 
of the daj'S, however, they were given a dairy lunch of i 
somewhat restricted portions, and with no opportunity | 
for se.eond helpings. | 

“Then stalling at 1 o’clock we gave them tests to 
find out how much more capable of doing mental work j 

they were on the days they had eaten the light meals. | 

The results were almost spectacular, and more than vin- i 
dicate the habit of those business and jirofessional per- ! 
sons who eat lightly at noon. , 

“In correctly recalling addresses memorized only a 
half hour previously, for instance, these men were 22 per 
cent better on the light-meal afternoons. Accuracy in 
purely mrntal addition, without the aid of paper and pen¬ 
cil, was 2,'5 per cc.ut better after the light meal than after 
the h<‘avy one. After the heavy meals, attention fluctu- , 
ated alm.ost 70 per cent more.” 

The stomach in a gorged status. Dr. Laird explains, 
sucks blood away fro.m the brain, which “leaves the head 
in no condition to do much else than sleep—as many per¬ 
sons know to their sorrow early in the afternoon.” 

Recommending a hearty breakfast, a light lunch, and 
an ample dinner for work days, the psychologist would 
make no exception of .Sunday. “The usual Sunday .stuffing 
at noon leave.s one; groggy and ))oor company the re- i 
maindor of t'K; flay. I suspect it is a factor, too, in Sun¬ 
day automobile accidents. Dn .Sundays it is wiser to have 
1 light lunch at noon, with a heavier meal in the evening.”

A Better Patent Law 


A bill intended to make the II. .S, patent laws do what 
they were intcfnded to do—encfajrage invention for the 
betterment of jjublic wclfarf;. has bectn introduced in con- 
gre.s.s by Representativ*; Mck’arTane of Texas, .Science 
Service reports. 

It provides for compulsory licensing of patents at the 
end of five years in the event that the patent h.as not 
been develop(,d, or that the patent owner is unable to 
meet the demand for his product, or charges an “exces¬ 
sive price.” It is aimed at the practice, believed wide¬ 
spread, particularly among large ftorporations, (jf getting 
"cover-up” patents on competing devices to keep them off 
the market. 

Patents are intended to protect inventors for 17 
years as an incentive for their work and in return for 
the right of public use after 17 years. The McFarlane 
bill would furth(fr protect the public by freeing improve¬ 
ments to the public if they are withheld selfishly.

Nation’s Verdict on Bureau liill 

What business—both largf? and small—thought of 
the reorganization bill was reflected in the sharp improve¬ 
ment in the slock market, following dr.d'eat of the measure. 

The political significance of the repudiation of the 
bill, after it has been endorsed by the senate, lies in the 
fact that its defeat in the house came at the hands of 
Democratic membfms, who vigorously di.sagreed with the 
President. 

It seems clear, therefore, that the business and po¬ 
litical leaders of the nation as a whole are opposcal to 
t.aking any more power from eongrf;s.s and placing it in 
the hands of the chief executive. In this .stand we heartily 
agree. 

No matter what one’s view may be of things political, 
the country’s verdict as reflected in the stock market is 
that the defeat of the bill maUmially imjiroved the outlook 
for better times and conditions.
